DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 87-89 are pending in this Application, and after the Examiner's Amendment, 
infra, are in condition for allowance. 

NOTE: This Application was withdrawn from issue due to the inclusion of figure 1-6 in 
Claim 87, which should have grounded a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Figure 1-6, 3-(l,l,4- 
trioxo-l,2,5-thiadiazolidin-2-ylmethyl)-benzoic acid methyl ester, is a positional isomer of a 
compound disclosed in US 2004/0023974 Al, published Feb. 5 [used to ground a 102(e) 
rejection in the Office Action filed 02/06/2006], 4-(l,l,4-trioxo-l,2,5-thiadiazolidin-2-ylmethyl)- 
henzoic acid methyl ester, which corresponds to Applicant's Compound 1-4, at pp. 24 and 42. 
Compound 1-4 is indicated in Table 2 at p. 42 as having similar IC50 data to Compound 1-6. All 
of the above was explained to Michael Badia (Attorney for Applicants) on 05/20/2008, and 
Mr. Badia agreed to an Examiner's Amendment deleting Compound 1-6 from Claim 87. 

Examiner's Amendment
